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Measuring Winds 


l more powerful gusts of wind?

It is-the most thoroughly 
examined hurricane in United 
States history. More 
researchers have conducted 
more studies on Hurricane 
Andrew than any other storm. 

Yet, despite nearly five years 
of investigation, scientists are 
still unable to answer one very 
.basic question about Andrew: 
What was the storm's peak 
winds? 

Andrew came onshore in the 

` middle of-the “hurricane 
research community. No place 
on earth has more experts in 
tropical ‘meteorology than 
*South Florida. Yet, thé storm 
was so powerful just about 

* every reliable anemometer wás 
destroyed. 

Onan automated station on 
Fowey Rocks, located in 
Biscayne Bay, recorded a five 
second peak gust of 169 mph. 
Winds reached 164 mph at the 
National Hurricane Center 
and a peak gust of 163 mph 

. was recorded at the Turkey 
Point PowerPlant. 

Some amateur meteorolo- 
gists reported their home 
anemometers recorded wind 
gusts of 177 mph. And a study 
by the Hurricane Research 
Laboratory conducted several 
days after Andrew hit, sug- 

- gested wind gusts of 205 mph. 

Chances are we may never 
know the exact wind speed of 
Hurricane Andrew. We do 
know that it was not the 
-strongest storm in history. 

"That dubious honor belongs 
to typhoon Tip, a huge hurri- 
cane that developed in the 
Northwest Pacific Ocean in 
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October of 1979. Tip had a cen- 
tral pressure-of 870 mb (the 
lowest ever recorded) and esti- 
mated sustained winds of 190 


mph. 

Typhoon Nancy, which 
formed in the same area of the 
Pacific in 1961, reportedly had 
sustained winds of 213 mph. 
But, hurricane résearchers 
now believe the maximum sus- 
tained winds of typhoons dur- 
ing that period were too high. 

In our part of the world, both 
Hurricane Camille, the storm 
that hit Mississippi in 1969, 
and Hurricane Allen, which 
Struck Texas in 1980, had esti- 
mated winds of 190 mph. 

The key word in all of these 
reports is “estimated”. Since 
these mighty storms have.a 
nasty habit of destroying all 
the anemometers, we can only 
estimate the winds of a hurri- 
cane. Their actual wind speed 
may never be known. 

So, theoretically, how high 
could that estimate go? Is 200 
mph the top of the scale or 
could a hurricane produce 


How about a 500 mph hurri- 
cane? Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology (MIT) Professor 


|| Kerry Emmanual says it is 


possible for a storm to produce 
winds ôf 5400 mph. 

Emmanual calls.his super 
storm a hypercane. This 
hypercane could only be creat- 
ed, Emmanual says, if a series 
of very unusual events took 
place. 

First, a giant meteor would 
have to land in the tropical 
Atlantic. Besides making huge 
waves, the meteor would heat 


‘large regions of the ocean to 


over 120 degrees. Since hurri- 
canes become stronger as the 
ocean temperature rises, 
Emmanual.’s theoretical calcu- 
lations predict the hypercane's 
winds would reach 500 mph. 

While the winds of this 
hypercane would be incredible, 
the storm itself would be rela- 
tively small. Emmanual's com- 
puter models: suggest the 
hypercane would be about 15 
miles across. A typical major 
hurricane can cover hundreds 
of square miles. 

Thankfully, Emmanual’s 
hypercane is not likely to form 
anytime soon. In fact, major 
hurricaites are rare events. We 
average one category three 
(110 mph) hurricane each sea-

Hopefully, this summer will 
be a quiet one in the tropics. 
That way researchers can 
spend their time investigating 
Hurricane Andrew, not some 
new storm attempting to make 
history.

In spina 
bifida, the spinal cord does not 
form properly and the verte- 
brae and skin cannot form 
“around it. 
There are several types of 
spina bifida, and they vary in 
severity. The most familiar 
and serious type is open spina 
bifida. This form of spina bifi- 
da can be life-threatening dur- 
ing infancy and causes mild to 
severe disabilities in all who 
survive. It occurs in one of 
every 2,000 live births. In 
addition to spinal defects, open 
spina bifida is characterized by 
abnormalities of the brain and 
of the muscles and skin that 
lie over the spine. At birth, the 
baby has an opening in the 
skin over the middle or lower 
part of the back. 

Open spina bifida results, 
from an error in the develop- 
ment of the embryo that occurs 
about a month after a woman 
becomes pregnant. This error 
may have. various causes, 
including the use of alcohol or 
certain medications by the 
pregnant woman or exposure 
to extreme heat. Genetic fac- 
tors appear to be important. 

Infants with open spina bifi- 
da require various types of 
surgery, including surgery 
immediately after birth to 
close the open spine. Without 
treatment, most infants will 
die within à few years or 
become severely disabled. 
Disabilities common in peo- 
ple born with open spina bifida 
include paralysis or weakness 
of the legs and lack of bowel or 
bladder control. Adults may 
experience impaired sexual 
function. Most infants also 
have hydrocephalus, an 
enlargement of the head due to 
blockage.of.fluid flow from the, 
brain. These infants require 
surgery to prevent brain dam- 
age. 


examinations during pregnan- 
cy usually can detect open 
spina bifida in a fetus. Most 
people born with open spina 
bifida can become independent 
adults, despite permanent dis- 
ability, if given good parenting, 
medical treatment, social 
opportunity and education. 
Folic acid, a vitamin also 
known as folate or folacin, may 
often prevent open spina bifi- 
da: Ideally, a woman should 
take small amounts of this vit- 
amin in the month or two 
before she becomes pregnant 
and in the-first three months 
of pregnancy.

As we discussed last week, 
an addiction is the habit of 
tmaking.an urge or craving go 
away (or preventing it from 
occurring) by engaging in the 
desired activity or using the 
desired substahce. Urges are 
uncomfortable, and engaging 
in the addictive behavior, 
whatever it may be, is experi- 
enced as pleasurable simply 
because the urge is driven 
away. If you are questioning 

hether your specific behavior 
Qualifies as an addiction, you

are not alone. 

Ask yourself a few questions: 
Is my enjoyment of\this.sub- 
stance or activity causing me 
enough problems that I want 
to consider cutting back or 
Stopping? Is this behavior pre- 
venting me from enjoying even 
better and higher pleasures? 
To honestly answer these ques- 
tions, discuss them freely with 
your family, friends, co-work- 
ers and health providers, 


among others. Experience has 
shown that most of us have dif- 
ficulty arriving at an accurate 


- positive or negative analysis of 


our own behavior. 

For instance, if you have a 
problem with alcohol or drug 
consumption, it would be use- 
ful to consider “how many 
blackouts you have had, or to 
what extent your drug habit 
has consumed your finances or 


‚ led you into a life of crime. For 


most negative Addictions, 
regardless of the type, the com- 
mon symptoms include a pre* 
occupation with the: substance 
or activity, loss.of self-respect, 
extended periods of attempting 
to ignore or minimize the prob- 
lem, and blowing out of propor- . 
tion the actual benefits. 
Regardless of whether you 
are ready to cope with your 
addiction, or unsure about 
whether you want to, the'place 
to begin is with a careful eval- 
uation of what you enjoy and 


appreciate about this sub- 
stance or activity, and the ulti- 
mate benefits of stopping or 
cutting back. Ask yourself 
these questions: What am I 
afraid my life would be like if I 
did not engage in this behav- 
ior? How much do I enjoy the 
high? What exactly about the 
high is satisfying? How much 
does this behavior help me 


*socialize and fit in with others? 


How often do I.use this behav- 
ior to-help me cope with can- 
flicts with others? anyway, you 
get the general idea. 

If I stopped or cut back on 
this behavior how much more 
productive would I be? How 
much more energy and stami- 
na would I have? How much 
would,my health improve? 
How much more money would 
I have? Would I think more 
clearly, and would my memory 
improve? How would my 
appearance improve?

Unexpected Illness Leads to a Healthier Life 


Life was just about perfect 
for Cynthia Bernstein. With a 
recent marriage, successful 
real estate career and three 

children, the Hollywood, 
lorida woman felt as if she 
vould cruise through middle- 
aged life with minimal hassles. 
However, one event in one day 
changed Cynthia’s life. She 
unexpectedly had a seizure 
caused by a brain tumor. That 
brain tumor, which thankfully 
turned out to be benign, 
sparked’ a chain of events that 
led to the discovery that she 
suffers from a genetic disorder 
galled Gaucher disease. 

“I was being prepped for 
surgery when my doctors 
learned that’ my blood platelet 
count was entirely too low to 
move forward,” said Bernstein. 
“It took a month of testing to 
figure out what was wrong 
with’ mand until they did, 
they couldn't continue with 
this necessary surgery. My son 
Sven took a leave of absence to 
be with me during this trying 
time." 

Gaucher disease (pronounced 
Go-shay) is an inherited disor- 
der in which individuals have a 
mutation or change in a gene 
that is responsible for the pro- 
duction of an enzyme called 
glucocerebrosidase. The body 
needs this enzyme to break 
down a fatty substance called 
fslucocerebroside’ When the 

` ‘substance is not broken down, 
it accumulates in organs, such 


^. 88 the spleen, liver and bone ' 
B and causes a range of 


complications and symptoms. 
Cynthia was placed on: 
Enzyme Replacement Therapy - 
(ERT) for one year to prepare 
her body and blood for brain 
gurgery. ERT is the only treat- 
ent available for individuals 
suffering from Gaucher dis- 

. ease. She was expected to be in 
the hospital for 10 to 14 days 
after her surgery, but she 
Do 80 quickly that she 
wa8 out in five days. 

“I could literally see myself 
gétting better,” said Bernstein.

disease symptoms. The disor- 
der is not limited to one racial 
or ethnic group, but it occurs 
more often in the Ashkenazi 
(East European) Jewish popu- 
lation.

:as one in 450-600 has the dis- 


ease. It is passed genetically 
from parents to their children. 
A child will only develop 
Gaucher disease if he or she 
inherits a defective gene from 
both parents. 

“The biggest problem. we 
face, in terms of getting help 


* for Gaucher disease patients, is 


finding ‘them.in the first 
place," said Rhonda Buyers, 
Executive Director of the 
National Gaucher Foundation. 
“Awareness of Gaucher dis- 
čase, or lack thereof, is a major 
obstacle in alleviating suffer- 
ing. Once we find patients we 
can refer them to treatment 
centers that specialize in this 
disease.” 

national Gaucher 
Foundation (NGF) was found- 
ed in 1984 to support medical 
research and clinical programs 
that. enhance the current 
understanding of Gaucher dis- 
ease. The NGF also provides 
educational information, assis- 
tance to patierits and their

Traveling in Europe, the city bus is a vital 
lifeline for the majority of citizens. Space on the 
highways and for parking is precious. Gasoline 
is terribly expensive and many consider the pri- 
vate ownership of a mótor vehicle a nuisance. 

Palm Beach County is sprawling and open, 
giving the illusion of vehicular anonymity. How- 
ever, during peak traffic hours the allure of pri- 
vacy on the road evolves. into a nerve racking 

experience, . 

I learned recently that Palm Tran has been 
rated somewhere near the bottom, compared to 
other county bus lines in Florida. This is due to 
a low rider participation. 

Why are we not using the bus? To answer this 
question,-I took the bus from Pahokee to Belle 
Glade, a short 10 miles and back for a couple of 
weeks. The first impression that still stands out. 
in my mind is the wait. That is, learning the 
schedule of the bus and estimating its time of 
arrival to eliminate any unnecessary sun- 
bathing. With some experience, I have reduced

Taiwan, with its $21 million 
people, was the sixth largest 
market in the world for U.S. 
exports in 1995. Of the $19.3 
billion that the Taiwanese 
spent on U.S. goods over $110 
million came to Florida. A lot 
of Florida wages and a lot of 
dollars spent in Florida gro- 
cery stores and malls came 
into the.state through Taiwan. 
And if (or when) Taiwan meets 
the conditions for entry into 
the WTO, American exports to 
that island should increase 
dramatically. After all, because 
of various trade barriers pre- 
venting Н importation of U.S. 
goods, America’s 1995 trade 
deficit with Taiwan was $9.7 
billion. This deficit has shrunk 
from a high of $16 billion, how- 
ever, with a series of trade bar- 
rier reductions and increased 
demand for American goods in 
the rapidly expanding Tai- 
wanese consumer market. To 
gain entry into the WTO, Tai- 
wan's remaining trade barriers 
must be reduced; the trade 
deficit will then wither with a 
resulting increased flow of 
American-made |

The . was the product of 
the round of negotiations 
over the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 
Membership in the WTO is 
supposed to be based on eco- 


nomic criteria, not politics. 
Members must apply the same 
tariff and trade regulations to 
goods and services from all 
member countries and cannot 
discriminate against imported 
goods in favor of domestic 
industries. Furthermore, exist- 
ing members already agreed to 


numerous reductions in trade 
barriers ‘relative to the pre- 
WTO period. 

In addition to accepting the 
WTO agreement, new entrants 
must negotiate directly with 
each member. So, despite 
already completing multilater- 
al negotiations with 10 WTO 
members and moving rapidly 
toward agreements with sever- 
al more, Taiwan will still have 
to satisfy American concerns 
before it can be accepted. How- 
ever, there may be an even big- 
ger hurdle for Taiwan's entry 
into the WTO - Chinas Бау, 
Politics. 

Many Americans opposed 
GATT, expecting that ,it 
involved. political manipula- 
tions.that would result in the 
loss of jobs to foreign countries 
with cheaper labor costs. Tai- 
wan presents an interesting 
test case. With a per capita 
income of $12,439 in 1995, it is 
no longer one of the “cheap 


labor” threats to U.S. jobs. . 


Instead, Taiwan is an increas- 
ingly lucrative market for U.S. 
products, a market that will 
open up even more with WTO 
status. 

But China has alis applied . 
for membership in the WTO, 
and in China, politics are 
paramount. The Communist 
government does not want Tai- 
wan to be admitted into the 
WTO before China, and it is 
applying. gréat pressure for its 
demands to be met. B

: being bullies. In fact, China is 


far from meeting WTO require- 
ments, and it is dragging its 
feet on many economic issues 
ав it tries to bully its way in 
while maintaining many high 
trade barriers. If the МТО 
delays Taiwan's entry to satis- 
fy China, why should China 
back down on its demands for 
special economic treatment as 
well? 

Many WTO member coun: * 
tries are anxious to maintain 
good relations with China, rec- 
ognizing its population of 1.2 
billion as a tremendous poten: 
tial market. But that potential 
cannot be realized if China 
does not eliminate its protec- 
tionist policies as Taiwan is 
doing. In fact, while China can 
claim the status of America’s 
“sixth-largest trading partner," 
the flow of goods is predomi- 
nantly one way - into the U.S. 
Of the over $48 billion tota! 
trade, less than $12 billion was 
Spent by China on American 


It is time for the politicians 
who negotiated GATT and-who 
run the WTO to show that the 
results really can be good for 
Americans, and the U.S. gov- 
ernment should take the lead. 
Both Taiwan and China should” 
be invited into the WTO if they 
agree to the same trade poli- 
cies that the other developed 
economies have accepted. If, 
hówever, China is granted 
entry without fully meeting 
the economic criteria, Ameri- 
can jobs will be lost to protect- 
ed Chinese industries. And if 
Taiwan's trade barriers remain 
‘in place because its entry is 
delayed ta satisfy China's polit- — 
ical concerns, American jobs 
will also.be lost. 

The World Trade. Organiza- 
tion must demonstrate to the 
American people through this 
test case with Taiwan that the `

А buzz bait can be a good 
choice and on Okeechobee 
is considered a great choice for 
large fish. Always look for clear 
water and the more cover you 
can fish close to the better your 
odds at finding are. In heavy 
grass look for open holes and 
try to place the lure in them 
This will test you casting abili- 
ty to the maximum. When the 
bite comes the hardest thing 
will be to keep from jerking the 
bait away from the fish. This 
takes nerves of steel and a lot 


of practice. Try to let the fish 
take the lure completely under 
before setting the hook.
